had befallen the Russian warships in 
their conflicts with the Japanese, Ro- 
jestvensky was given personal coin- 
/fiand of the Russian Baltic fleet, with 
orders to take it to Vladivostok. 
The 


fleet sailed from Libau 
Oct. 
1C, 


1904. 


The Dogger Bank Incident 


Owing to persistent rumors that 


the Japanese 
would attack

route, a careful outlook was kept by, 
the Russians, and when the fleet was. 
off the Dogger Banks, in the North 
sea,- it came upon the North sea fisli- 
ing fleet. The lights of the trawlers'

The steam trawler Crane 


•was sunk, and two others 
of

fishing fleet were injured, while two 
men of the trawlers were lulled and 
a number were seriously wounded.

:captured Port Arthur and sunk or cap- 
tured most of the Russian warships 
that had been bottled up there, and 
this caused Rojestvensky to take his 
fleet northward to Vladivostok.

•where coal and provisions were taken 
.on board, Rcjestvcnsky, 
in 
May, 


1905, 
was joined by Admiral Neboga- 


toffs division, and 
the 
combined 


fleet started 
through the Straits 'of 


Korea on the way to Vladivostok. 


Between Korea and Japan, in the 


Straits of Tsu-Shima, on May 27, the 
Russians ran 
into
